The Senate Goes Its War. 

(Cleveland . Leader.) , 

The present. United States senate has fur- 
nighed its full’ share of the reasons which 

seem good to many of the people why its 
9 should be chosen either in fact or 
in .eftect. by popular vote The attitude of 
ite majority toward the nation wide-move- 
ment for government which will benefit the 
dister in the ditch, as well as the owner of 
stocks and bonds was one of the great causes 
of the late political landslide. 

Perhaps, with the evidence before it, the 
senate committee which investigated the 
Lorimer charges las not justiſled in recom- 
mending anything but an acquittal. Yet a 
few ugly facts stand out which the country, 
cannot overlook. . There: is uncontradicted 
evidence that votes in the Tilinolsjegisiature 
were bought to cause the election of Lorimer. 
Men who sold them have feased to the 
fact, some of them facing the loss ot business 
aug social standing as a consequence. True. 
there js no proof that Lorimer bought votes 
personally, and it has not Deen established 
that the bribe givera were his agents. But 
while this may.serve-for a senatorial acquit- 
tal, it does not alter the fact that’a-man for 
whose ‘election ‘such methods were used 
should not be a member of the mae law- 
making body ot the nation. 

Some of the states have already deared 
for a constitutional amendment providing 
either. for the nomination or the election of 
senatore.by popular vote. Others will do so 
soon. The grave danger that lies in thie dis- 
carding af one of the fundamental principles 
underlying the American form of, govérn: 
ment is obvious. Thesenate adds to'the dan- 
ger by such errors as it made in its superficial 
invegtigation of the Lorimer case.

Evanston's inadequate and archaic street 
car service has aroused indignation, which 
is voiced by Prof. Dagar White Burrill of 
Northwestern university. Part of his scorch- 
ing protest follows: 

“We ane served dy transportation facill- 
ties that would have shamed poorer cities 
ten years ago. The cars themselves seem 
to have been bought at a bargein sale. In 
the most of the cars there are sti the tiny 
stoves reeking with coal gas, the same short, 
etained rattan seats, and the filthy, grimed 
floors, oceasionelly swept by the dresses of 
ladies. There ie the same poor ventilation. 

Is it possible that the people of Evanston 
have no appeal? Or is it possible that so 
many citizens use automobiles that the 
anachronism of shabby public conveyances 
arouses no interest?

A STATE INCOME TAX. 
An income tax bill has been drafted for 
submission to the Wisconsin legislature. If 
it were to become a law $1,000 incomes 
would be taxed 1 per cent, the rate in- 
creasing with the income until it got up 
to 6 per cent. 
It is the belief of the framers of the 
bill that under it revenue unobtainable in 
any other way could be had. It is as 
sumed that the owners of stocks, bonds, 
notes, etc., who now refuse to list them 
for assessment and who cannot be made 
to do so would not hesitate to make re- 
turn of the income which they derived 
from them. For under the general prop- 
erty tax system the tax would eat ap 
a third or more of the income of their 
holdings, while a 6 per cent tax on that 
income would be a comparatively trivial 
affair. : 
If the Wisconsin legislature were to. 
pass this bill, its workings would be 
watched with interest in Illinois and other 
states, where vain attempts have been 
made for so many years to get at and 
tax credits of all kinds. If an income 
tax should prove to be a good revenue 
producer in Wisconsin, if under it the 
men who clip coupons, draw dividends, 
and collect interest on notes were to con- 
tribute more to the support of their state 
government than they now do, Illinois 
would be greatly tempted to follow the ex- 
ample of its neighbor. 
Half a dozen states have had income 
tax laws of one kind or another for sev- 
eral years; but nowhere has there been 
a rigid enforcement of them. The re- 
ceipts have been small. They would not 
be in Wisconsin if the state had a good 
law, faithfully executed. 


CONSIDERING THE FLY CALMLY. 
With some degree of good nature we 
now may consider the case of the fly. 
Dr. Woods Hutchinson, that consoling 
alarmist, speaking before the Commu- 
nity Comfort” section of the American 
Civie association, advises us to, and we 
may do so philosophically, the fly having 
taken its unlamented departure. 

The good doctor anticipates the ap- 
proach of the time when a modern, clean- 
ly house will consider itself shamed and 
disgraced by the presence of a fly. It 
already finds itself exasperated and tor 
mented, and the promised emotion can be 
no more than secoiidary. 

We are indebted to medical authority 
for a prophecy regarding our future feel 


be. We have reached the limits of hu- 
man possibilitids in that direction aiready. 
To feel merely ashamed or disgraced 
would be a relief. What we would re 
gard as a high favor, looking ahead ap- 
prehensively to next summer, is a good 
operating scheme to prevent the presence 
of flies. We may accept every precaution 
known to modern domestic and sanitary 
science, but the pests which Dr. Hutch- 
ingon says are worse than rattlesnakes 
defy them. We may follow the adviee 
of our own health department and swat 
lustily from the rising up of the sun to 
the going down thereof, but they persist 
in attendance. -We have no control over 
neighboring places where the hatcheries 
may be, and we are peculiarly helpless. 
It is ‘useless to talk of ordinary expe- 
dients. Aside from the fact that the cat 
might get in the fly paper, that method 
offers only a mild palliation. Screens are 
not sure defenses. Swatting does not ex- 
terminate. Cease, then, to tell us we 
must rid onr domiciles of flies and coma 
quickly with an explanation of how we 
may. 

The fly has no friends. If it were not 
a disease carrier it would be impossible 
because of social] limitations. It is too 
familiar, and its attentions are not made 
the more agreeable when we understand 
that it is guided not by sight but by 
smell. With an appreciation of that fact 
we properly regard its advances as in- 
sulting as well as exasperating. ‘ 

We may consider the subject calmly, 
because at this season there are no flies, 
but what we demand from our thedical 
advisers now is an effective suggestion as 
te methods of keeping them out of the 
house next summer. 


STOPS SMOKE BUT IS COSTLY. 
The IIlinois Central officially deplores 
the smoke nuisance it inflicts on the. city. 
At irregular intervals it announces that 
it ig working on something which offers 
the hope of a partial abatement at least 
the nuisance. Then the public is 
heered up for the moment by the pros- 
pect of brighter days. But, as Tom Ochil- 
tree said of a certain railroad president, 
the Illinois Central combines a tropical 
exuberance of promise with an arctic ste- 
rility of performance. The locomotives 
continue to pour out cinders and clouds 
of dense smoke. 
The Illinois Central can always find the 
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be to find the enemy, no matter what 
remote parts of the. ocean he may tra- 
verse, and flash home timely tidings of 
his coming. American ingenuity, in mak- 
ing a stealthy approach, will be pitted 
against American ingenuity in anmasking 
it, : 

This is no boy’s play. It ts to be an 
earnest attempt to settle a question which 
has been a bone of contention for some 
time. It has been argued on one side 
that a hostile fleet, if dexterously han- 
dled, could evade every effort to learn its 
whereabouts and pick out for sudden at- 
tack any unprotected point it chose on the 
Atlantic coast. It has been argued on 
the other side that in these days of wire 
less telegraphy and extensive ocean traffic 
no fleet could hide itself as fleets did a 
century ago. Ig the cruiser squadron 
shall score in this war game, the Aflantic 
coast cities will have a reasonable assur- 
ance that they will not wake up some sad 
morning to see an unfriendly battleship 
fleet in the offing. 
The sixteen battleships which are about 
to leave Nurope will be in a much better 
position to evade the cruisers than they 
would be if they were convoying a mul- 
titude of transport ships laden with men 
and military supplies. Such an armada 
could not keep its movements secret. 
They would be observed almost from the 
moment of departure, and an American 
fleet, more mobile because not hampered 
by the protection of transports, would get 
in touch with the hostile fleet before it 
had come within striking distance of our 
shores. . ) 

And then what would happen? The 
American fleet would do its duty. 

The secretary of war says in a report 
which was confidential until Tun Tan- 
UNE printed it, that the United States 
could not repel invasion “tf attempted 
by any first clads power having the ship- 
ping, transports, and the navy to pro- 
tect the transit of her armed forces over 
the sea.” What nation save England has 
a navy strong enough? The secretary 
lea ves out of his ealealations the power- 
ful American navy, which would inter- 
cept and drive back or consign to ocean 
graves the wouid-be invaders,

‘general of the forces would receive the su- 
preme command of the army in the field, the 
idea, according to the admissions of the gov- 
ernment, being that the generalissimo should 
be kept in the closest possible touch with the 
army in time of peace by serving as inspector 
general. 

This appointment of Lord Kitchener to the 
post of inspector general of the forces, with 
the government’s pledge of chief command 
in the event of war, constitutes a satisfaction 
to public sentiment in all parts ot the British 
army, and will be populan It is ascribed to 
King George himself rather than to the ad- 
ministration. 

The king and queen have a great liking for 
Lord Kitchener, of whom they saw a great 
deal in India a few years ago, and during 
their stay in Scotland last summer he was 
not only their most frequent visitor but the 
one who was kept on each occasion the long- 
est time at Balmoral. 

King George, by virtue of the constitution, 
is the chief of the army, all the officers of 
which hold their commissions entirely at his 
pleasure, In insisting upon the appointment 
of Lord Kitchener to the post of inapector 
general he has acted not only in accordance 
with bis own views as to the appropriateness 
of the nomination but also in deference to 
the sentiment of his people.

Old Lady Congleton, whose death has just 
taken place, was a cousin of Charles Stewart 
Parnell, the great Irish leader, who used, on 
account of their difference in age, to style 
and treat her as an aunt. She was the widow 
and third wife of John Parnell, second Lord 
Congleton, whose second wife, Khatoon, had 
been a Persian woman of Shiraz and widow 
of an Armenian merchant, Yoosooft Constan- 
tine of Bushire, Persia. 

This second Lord Congleton was a Plym- 
outh brother and a missionary. His first 
wife had died while he was doing missionary 
work at Bagdad, and his second wife—name- 
ly: Khatoon, having become one of his con- 
verts—was promptly turned adrift by her 
family, whereupon he married her. 

There were no children by this Persian 
wife, but by the third wife, that is to say, 
the Lady Congleton who has just died, there 
was a daughter, who is the wife of young 
Ambrose Mendeville of Anner castle, Clon- 
mel. 

This Lord Congleton was succeeded by his 
brother, Henry, who witnessed the entry of 
the Cossacks into Paris in 1814, a year later 
heard Napoleon haranguing his troops before 
they marched out to Waterloo, and not only 
took part as a naval officer in the battle of 
Navarino but also served on board the Shan- 
non after the capture of the Chesapeake. 
The present Lord Congleton Is the fifth of his 
line, and will come of age next year. 

~~ 


The Parnell family, which halls originally 
from the town of Congleton, in Cheshire, has 
been settled in Ireland since the days of 
Charles II., when Tobias Parnell, one of the 
aldermen of Congleton, crossed the channé@l 
to Erin and purchased an estate in Ireland. 
His son, the Rev. Thomas Parnell, archdea- 
con of Clogher at the beginning of the eight- 
eenth century, was celebrated as a poet, was 
the intimate friend of Pope, Swift, Addison, 
and Steele, and figures as such in many of 
their writings. 

His nephew, John Parnell, was created a 


cessor and namesake, who was so celebrated 
as a statesman, holding office as chancellor 
of the exchequer and as lord of the treasury. 
He had many warm and intimate friends and 
admirers, among them an Irish landowner 
and county magnate, Samuel Hayes, who as | 
a token of his affection and regard be- 
queathed to him his Avondale estate, in | 


County Wicklow. | 


This Sir John Parnell on his death left the 
Avondale estate to his third son, WHliam, 
who assumed the additional surname of 
Hayes. His son, John Henry, married to 
Delia, daughter of Commodore Charles Stew- 
art of the United States navy, was the 
father of Charles Stewart Parnell, the great 
Irish leader. Since the latter’s death the 
Avondale property has beer purchased by 
the government for use as a national forestry 
school for Ireland. The rooms occupied by 
Charles Stewart Parnell are kept as nearly 
as possible as they were during his lifetime. 

I have mentioned that Sir John Parnell 
bequeathed Avondale to his third son, Wtl- 
liam. The estates of the Parnell famfly 
passed to the second son, Henry Parnell, who 
was created first Lord Congleton, not of the 
peerage of Ireland but of that of the United 
Kingdom. 

If his eldest brother was eliminated from 
the succession to the estates, it was by virtue 
of a special act of parliament, passed in 1789, 
owing to the fact that he was by birth de- 
formed, crippled, and bereft both of reason 
and of speech. He was, indeed, one of those 
affiicted creatures whose existence was a 
source of unhappiness to all his family, and 
who, nevertheless, survived until the age of 
more than 40. ; 

The present Lord Congleton has two broth- 
ers, and they in turn have a number of 
cousins, sons of the late and fourth Congle- 
ton, a younger brother, Col. Arthur Parnell. 
So that there Is no prospect of the Parnell 
family dying out or of its baronetcy and 
peerage of the United Kingdom becoming 
extinct. 

—

The mayor, or the head of a municipality 
who does not keep this proposition in mind 
and follow it with right action ig an enemy, 
not a friend, of the masses.

He would not touch it 
with his own fingers, therefore he is a good 
man. Strange as it may appear, the masses 
are the ones most fooled by such an incubus 
on the body politic. 


Rich Usually Able to Care for Selves. 

We have indicated a eolicitude for the 
poor and the ‘near poor’ in this presenta- 
tion. It has been our experience that the 
rich can come near being able to take care 
of themselves under any system of politics 
which is not absolutely senseless. 

Indeed, when it comes to watching their 
business premises or their residences, clean-

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PLAN SLASH IN CITY’S DEBT 


Municipality to Take Up $2,968,- 
500 in Securities. 


SEE BOND ISSUE’S VALUE. 


Officials Elated Over Condition of Cor- 
porate Finances. 


Two weeks from today Chicago’s bonded 
indebtedness will be almost exactly at the 
point at which it stood before the issuance 
of the $3,500,000 worth of bonds which are 
to pay for the completion of the new ony 
hall. 

This result is to be achieved by a cancella- 
tion of indebtedness unprecedented in Chi- 
cago’s history and probably unequaled by 
any municipality except in New York City. 
On Jan. 1 the city will take up $2,608,500 
worth of corporate and water fund bonds and 
pay interest upon them to an extent of 
$507,537—making a total reduction of munici- 
pal debt amounting to $3.206087. At ithe 
same time $550,000 worth of special assess- 
ment boncs and coupons will be canceled, 
bringing the total disbursement to $3,756,037. 

Representatives of the administration yes- 
terday met the announcement with pleasure. 
They held it signified judicious management 
of the city’s funds, especially as it proved 
that the sinking fund with which this in- 
debtedness should be met, had been guarded 
well. 

Sees Bond Issue Values. 

As the total amount approaches the 
$3,500,000 of city hall bonds.“ said Controller 
Wilson, this statement should serve as a 
lesson 10 those citizens who are, without 
giving the matter thought, superficially op- 
pos ed to bond issues for public improvements. 
Under the present system of financing, by 
levying a small sum each year for sinking 
‘fund and interest, bond issues are not burden- 
some upon the taxpay ere. It ie more expen- 
sive to pay for public improvements by di- 
rect taxation out of current revenue. 

“The recent city hall bond issue, there- 
fore, which was said by those opposed, for 
political reasons, to be burdensome upon the 
people, is largely offset by the payment 
and cancellation of the bonds above named, 
and has not therefore increased the city’s 
indebtedness to any great extent. 

“T trust this statement may serve to re- 
mind our citizens when inclined to oppose 
future bond issues that an investigation 
may prove that such issues will not necessa- 
rily increase taxation, if the city’s finances 
are handled with care, because in the evolu- 
tion of the city’s financial management a 
certain amount of bonds should be paid for 
and canceled each succeeding year.”

The express companies would profit large- 
ly by such a system. The department stores 
in the big cities would absorb the trade of 
the merchants in suburban towns and vil- 
lages and would be provided with a daily 
package delivery syst in those places 
through the rural carrie They would ship 
the packages to the local postoffice in the 
suburban town or village by express and 
thus largely increase the business of the 
express companies.

| EXPRESS INQUIRY | 
WILL BEGIN SOON 


Investigation of All Com- 
panies to Be Started by 
Commerce Board. 


EXTORTION IS ALLEGED. 


Huge Profits Made After Paying 
Railroads Half of Their Reve- 
nue, Is Charge. 


; r 
(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDDNT.) 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—[Special.J— 
An investigation of all the. express compa- 
nies in this country with a view to determin- 
ing whether there is an express trust that 
mulcts the public will be undertaken by the 
interstate commerce commission early next 
year. . 

The inquiry will be tnaugurated by the 
body as it will be constituted after the re- 
tirement of Commissioner Cockrell, whose 
term expires on Dec. 31, and of Chairman 
Knapp, who becomes presiding judge of the 
new commerce court. 

The investigation will consist of the gath- 
ering of a vast mass of facts in the field by 
the experts of the commission and of a series 
of hearings, at which the express company 
officials and express shippers will testify. 
Upon the basis of the findings the commis- 
sion will be asked to fix maximum rates and 
rule on the propriety of existing classifica- 
tions and agreements. 


Charges to Be Investigated. 
The principal charges which the commis- 
sion will investigate are the following: 


That the rates charged by the express com- 
panties are 30 colossally extortionate that 
after paying half their revenue to the rail- 
road companies they have been able to cul 
numerous juscy stock melons, the profits run- 
ning as high as 300 per cent a year in some 
cases. 

That competition has been eliminated by 
a division of territory and exclusive contracts 
with rasiroads. 

That the express companies generally are 
controlled by the railroads through the owner- 
ship of express stock by the carriers and that 
the compensation paid the roads by the ex- 
press companies is excessive for the service 
performed. . 

That shippers suffer from countless unjust 
classifications, regulations and arbitrary prac- 
tices enforced by the express monopoly. 


Shippers Allege a Combine. 

The investigation, according to the ship- 
pers, is bound to reveal a combine the exist- 
ence of which the people have not suspected. 
They believe it will result not only in a 
drastic regulation of the express companies 
but in a stronger demand for the creation 
of a comprehensive parcels post system by 
the government in connection with the mail 
service. In congress the express carriers 
will be attacked on the ground that they en- 
joy an illegal monopoly of the transportation 
of packages which properly are mallable 
matter. There is a movement on foot to re- 
store this business to the postal service. 

Exprese companies have been under the 
jurisdiction of the interstate commerce com- 
mission for years, but no attempt has been 
made to regulate their operations except in 
specific and generally trivial instances. For 
several months, however, complaints of the 
iniquities of the express trust have been 
piling up at the commission's headquarters. 
To cap the climax, the Illinois railroad and 
warehouse commission concluded an er- 
haustive investigation of the companies in 
that state by reducing their rates 50 per cent. 
This action produced a general demand that 
the federal body undertake a similar inquisti- 
tion of the affairs of all the companies. 


Say Rates Wipe Out Profits, 

The most specific indictment of the express 
companies so far filed with the commission 
is the petition of the Merchants’ associe- 
tion of New York, the Boston Chamber of
